DESERT

W hen there is a change in 
the 
weather from a preceding year, the 
climate is changing and to uphold 
the argument, general statements are 
made about the conditions of pre­ 
vious years. 
Climate is a matter of 
thousands of years, weather is a mat­ 
ter of today; the two are not com­ 
parable in the memory of an indivi­ 
dual. W hen a person recalls weather 
conditions, we may listen with con­ 
siderable reservation; when he talks 
of climatic changes within his life­ 
time he puts himself in a ludicrous 
position. 
W hat he refers to is a cold 
winter or a mild winter, a wet 
year or a dry year, a hot sum­ 
mer or a cold sumnver, which 
are merely recurring incidents 
in the long span, climate. 


However, climate does change and 
even though w e are not able 
to 
measure this within a person's life­ 
time there are certain records left 
that allow of deciphering what has 
gone 
before. 
Fossil 
remains 
of 
plants and animals that lived under 
mild climatic conditions are found 
far to the north, indicating that a 
mild climate prevailed there; tossil 
remains of plants and animals that 
lived under a rigorous climate 
are 
found in the south indicating that 
the climate there was, at that time, 
cold. 
This, with other data, 
has 
led to the conclusion that cli­ 
mate is changing even though 
not perceptible within the life 
of an individual; 
that 
these 
changes from one extreme 
to 
the other have been numerous 
and that change may be expect­ 
ed in the future. 
The discus­ 
sion now revolves about direc­ 
tion in which the 
change 
is 
moving. 
Is it toward a warmer 
climate or toward a colder cli­ 
mate.. 
Only 
a 
few 
degrees 
change in the average tempera­ 
ture either way would 
bring 
about a noticeable change and 
a migration of the flora 
and 
fauna. 


Occasionally, during 
the moon­ 
light nights, rainbow colors on the 
fleecy clouds arc noticeable. 
This 
display has always interested me as 
I do not recall having seen it any­ 
where other than here. 
The idea 
of color effects due to moonlight has 
never seemed to be just logical but 
never the less the fact remains. 
I 
have always associated color effects 
with sunrise and sunset and to sud­ 
denly see a perfect rainbow cone 
projected through a fleecy cloud on 
a moonlight night is rather startling. 
The display is not vivid, just a soft, 
warm, glow of color that blends per­ 
fectly with the desert night. 


In the mad dash 
to 
reach 
Palm Canyon, Andreas Canyon 
is often overlooked. 
It is 
of 
greater interest in some ways 
than 
Palm 
Canyon; 
Indian 
caves, grinding holes in the flat 
rock near the caves, pictographs 
on the underside of a large 
shelving rock-slab, a mountain 
stream, wildflowers. 
There are 
palms, of course, but it is the 
other things that makes this trip 
so pleasant. 
If you have not 
visited this canyon, 
go, 
but 
wander leisurely about to 
see 
the beauty. 
It is a delightful 
place to spend the warm hours 
of mid-day. 


One evening w hile reading I was 
disturbed by a noise in the kitchen. 
From where I was seated at the 
dinette table I could look into the 
dark kitchen so I reached for a flash, 
turned it on, and there, directly in 
the beam of light, crouched a pack 
rat that had run in 
through 
the 
open door. 
He remained quiet for 
a few seconds then started on a trip 
of exploration, aided by the light 
from the flash. 
A box of canned 
fruit was passed by quickly, but a 
half-filled box of oranges seemed to 
arouse his interest. 
I could almost 
imagine his mental exertion in trying 
to figure a way for a pack rat to 
carry away a large orange. 
He 
jumped out on the floor for further j 
exploration. 
He followed the light 
instead of the light following him. 


H e jumped into the orange 
box again but gave it up as too 
large a job so he hopped out 
again, looked me o v e r carefully 
and then suddenly frisked out 
the door. 


Pack rats are friendly little fel- j 
lows but have the aggravating habit 
o f carrying away everything 
that 
their strength permits. 
W hen you 
begin to miss things from a desert 
cabin or camp it is time to look for 
a pack rat’s nest if you wish to re­ 
cover the lost articles.

The cacti in the Devil’s Garden arc beginning to blossom. 
To reach this locality, take the road north, tutn right at the main 
highway, turn left on the Twenty-nine Palms road at Whitewater 
and it is only a couple of miles to the cacti. Thousands of the 
plants were removed years before there was a county ordinance 
prohibiting this but back from the road are thousands upon thou­ 
sands of plants. If you have not seen this cactus garden you have 
missed a spot you should visit. 
Beyond the cactus garden the road follows a canyon in which 
there is a remarkable display of Canterbury Bells, Spanish Bayonet 
and Spanish Dagger. 
In Morongo Valley the Joshua trees are in full blossom and 
this with the Spanish Bayonet makes a fine showing. There are 
not many flowers along the way but the Joshua forests are worth 
seeing.The Victorville road leads off to left from Upper Morongo 
Valley and through the desert country at a higher elevation. This 
is a cattle country, though to the average person he first thought 
is of the cattle and their method of securing enough to eat. A 
bunch grass grows in this vicinity. It is very nutritious and the 
cattle do very well. 
The problem is water and cattlemen have gone to much trou­ 
ble to develop the few sources. Rock Corral is the location of a 
splendid supply and has been famous for years as a watering place. 
Its name is derived from the corral built of loose rock. 
There is a small sign on the corral entrance asking campers 
to pitch their camp outside as otherwise they would keep the cattle 
from water. The sign also reads that the cabin door is unlocked 
but nothing remains now except the rock foundation and the fallen 
fireplace. That cabin is going to be missed during stormy weather. 
Just outside the corral are a number of cottonwood trees, their 
dark green foliage looming up in the canyon mouth; a sure guide 
to water. 
Some miles farther north is Old Woman Springs where a 
bountiful supply of water, for the desert country, is evidenced by 
the green trees and green field. This spot shows vividly what can 
be done on the desert when a supply of water is obtainable. 
If you make a trip into this country plan to have lunch at Rock 
Corral as there is plenty of water, abundant shade, and a far-reach­ 
ing view of the desert and mountains. 
The Thistle Poppy is in blossom in Andreas Canyon. There 
is a beautiful group of plants between the Indian Caves and the 
creek. 
“Prickly Poppy. Thistle Poppy (Argemone platyceras). Flow­ 
ers white, three or four inches across, with four to six crumpled 
petals, and a golden centre of very yellow stamens, terminal on 
a stout, leafy, prickly stem, a foot or two high; leaves bluish green, 
prickly and thistle-like; blooming in spring and summer on dry 
hills, in sandy washes, and on the deserts, Central Southern Cali­ 
fornia eastward to Colorado and south to Mexico. 
"The Prickly Poppy is one of the most exquisite of Southwest­ 
ern wildflowers, and is often mistaken by superficial observers for 
the Matilija Poppy, but a glance at the thistle-like leaves and brist­ 
ling stems relieves all doubt as to the Prickly Poppy's identity. The 
Mexican name for it is Chicalotc. Miss Armstrong records, also, 
the prosy but rather graphic Fried Eggs, suggested by the fully ex­ 
panded flowers.”— Saunders. 
The odd name is said to have originated from the custom of 
the Indian women who, when they had become so old as to be a 
burden on the tribe, retired to this locality and there spent the re­ 
mainder of their days. 
The recent rain was unexpected but should be welcomed as 
it means a more generous flower display for those who plan to be 
here in May. Many of the desert shrubs and flowers do not bloom 
until later in the season and the additional moisture will be bene­ 
ficial to them.

The place that especially in­ 
terested this writer was the 
huge chemical plant of the 
American Potash and Chemical 
Corporation at Trona, on the 
eelge of Searles dry lake. We 
were conducted through the 
vast institution by the assistant 
manager, J. A. MacDonald. 
It required three hours to in­ 
spect the entire plant, follow­ 
ing the brine pumped from the 
“dry” lake to the warehouses 
and shipping department. 
The plant, employing a thousand 
men in the production departments 
and two hundred more constructing 
additional buildings and equipment, 
converts three million gallons of 
brine into 900 tons of marketable 
products each day. This consists of 
about 400 tons of potash, 300 tons 
of borax, and the balance salt cake 
(sodium sulfate), and soda ash (so­ 
dium carbonate). Common salt (so­ 
dium chloride) is the principal in­ 
gredient of the brine, but because of

W e have said a great deal 
about Death Valley in discuss­ 
ing previous trips, but never be­ 
fore have we seen such a dis­ 
play of wild coreopsis, which 
now cover thousands of acres 
on the floor of the valley.

the glacial age, the present dry lakes, 
known as Owens, Indian Wells, 
Searles, Panamint, and Death Val­ 
ley, were formed. As the ice melt­ 
ed and the centuries of drouth evap­ 
orated the water until thc water 
level was lower than the outlet, 
the chemicals washed down from 
the volcanic mountains remained in 
the lakes and formed crystals. Al­ 
though these bodies of porous crys­ 
tals are from 50 to several hundred 
feet in depth, and the surface is dry, 
the lakes arc filled with a saturate so­ 
lution of the chemicals. It is this 
alkaline brine, containing all of the 
chemicals that is pumped from 
Searles lake.

Trona for the recovery of pot­ 
ash, borax, soda ash, sodium sul­ 
fate, boric acid and pyroborate, 
consists briefly, in concentration 
of the lake brine, controlled 
heating, evaporation and cool­ 
ing, the various chemicals crys- 
talizing at different tempera­ 
tures, thus being separated from 
thc mass. ..The water obtained 
from the evaporation process 
is used in the boilers at thc 
plant. Thc system is easily un­ 
derstood by any layman who 
has an opportunity to see the 
mill in operation. 
The use of potash salts for agri­ 
cultural purposes is steadily increas­ 
ing. Potassium compounds are used 
in the manufacture of soaps, textiles, 
matches, medicines, dyes, glass, pho­ 
tographic preparations, etc. 
Borax 
and boric acid are best know-n to the 
layman through their use about the 
home. Both are, however, essential 
in the manufacture of vitreous or 
porcelain enamels, which are used 
in kitchen utensils, gas ranges, re­ 
frigerators, bathroom fixtures, and as 
a coating for pipe lines, gutters, 
structural steel, steel building tile, 
glazes for earthenware, china, cos­ 
metics, drugs and toilet preparations. 
The greatest use for borax is in the 
manufacture of glass, and thc auto­ 
mobile manufacturers use vast quan­ 
tities in their glass factories.

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Economic 
Highlights 


During the first year of the Roose­ 
velt administration, the epectre of in­ 
flation presented a constant topic for 
conversation and comment. 
Theh it 
dropped out of the headlines, and lit­ 
tle was heard of it save in the serious 
economic reviews. 
Now inflation has 
returned to the public eye, and prom­ 
ises to be a major political and eco­ 
nomic issue. 


There are two kinds of inflation. The 
most obvious is currency inflation, and 
it is never resorted to except when a 
government is in the direst financia! 
straits. 
It consists of turning 
the 
printing presses loose to produce pa­ 
per money, irrespective of gold back­ 
ing or any other security. The result 
of this kind of inflation is to drastic­ 
ally lower the value of money — the 
prime modern example is postw ar 
Germany. 
The German government, 
bankrupt because of war costs, turned 
out currency in unlimited quantities— 
and the mark, which had been worth 
about 50 cents in foreign exchange, 
depreciated to the point where mil­ 
lions of marks were required to pur­ 
chase a loaf of bread. The sufferings 
o f the German people — particularly 
those with investments, savings ac­ 
counts and insurance policies—were 
alm ost indescribable. 


More subtle is credit inflation. This 
consists of constantly expanding the 
am ount of business credit available, 
and makes it possible for industry, 
governm ent and individuals to spend 
more than they earn for a long period 
of time. 
The eventual consequene, 
of course, is a financial explosion. In 
this country, the post-war years wit­ 
nessed a tremendous amount of credit 
Inflation—and its culmination was the 
crash of 1929, which heralded depres­ 
sio n . 


Now a number of economists 
are 
forecasting that the United States is 
well on the road to another era 
of 
■credit inflation. 
The group believing 
-this is led by famed commentator Wil- 
-lard Kiplinger, who has published a 
book on the subject, and his camp is 
«lied with other well-known elements. 
They think that credit inflation will 
•bring the United States 
prosperity 
during the next year or two, which 
■will be follow ed by a v eritab le boom. 
sim ilar to that of 1928. 
After that— 
another crash. 


Some businesses want inflation. Re­ 
tail trade, for instance, would benefit. 
Inasmuch as there would be 
much 
more money in circulation to spend 
for perishable goods. 
Businesses and 
Individuals with fixed or regulated in­ 
come are bitterly opposed to inflation. 
A short time ago the Analyist said 
th a t the recent general decline 
in 
wholesale prices casts doubt on the 
theory that inflation is inevitable— 
observed that the present movement 
In stocks is of the "bear" variety, and 
there had never been Inflation during 
the present generation 
without 
a 
•■bull” movement. 
One of the inevit­ 
able results of any kind of inflation, 
of course, is to force commodity and 
stock prices upward. 


Thus, there are two 
schools of 
thought on the subject but the first 
school, consisting of those who fore­ 
cast inflation next year or the year 
after, is by far the largest. 
It is a 
notable fact that many business men 
likewise belong to this
